The following, taken from a 
Minnesota newspaper, will be of 
interest to Fanwood pupils and 
graduates of recent years, as it 
gives evidence of the excellent 
training received at Fanwood, of 
which Max Cohen h an honor

**The fourth annual drill contest 
was held at the School for the Deaf 
yesterday afternoon. Company A, 
composed of the largest and oldest 
pupils of the school, won fiist 
honors on the merits of their drill. 
The judging and inspection was 
by Major William Townsend. 

*' This is the first time in the 
four years that the annual contest 
has been held, that Company A won 
the honors. The last three years 
the honors have gone to the other 
two companies, composed of the 
smaller boys. 

^' In connection with the military 
training at the School for the Deaf, 
Major Townsend highly commends 
the work done by the pupils, who 
in some respects seem to excel com- 
panies of the Regular Army. It was 
stated today by Major Townsend 
that he was astonished to see such 
.excellence in drilling by all three 
of the companies and that they are 
doing remarkable work. 

*• Much of the credit is due to the 
school instructor, Max Cohen, who 
is a graduate of the New York 
Deaf School, and is head of the 
military department." 



The value of military training 
is shown in the following from 
the New York Olobe. The Cadet 
band is also mentioned here:— 

BOYS AT DRILL, 

'• Having received military train- 
ing in my 'teens and being now a 
military instructor for the State, 
your editorial, '' The Failure of Mili- 
tary Training," and the letters of 
Cadet Harry Richmau aud Sergeant 
Charles K. Taylor have interested 
and Instructed me. If military 
training for youth is desirable, the 
New York State law provides this 
with as little sacrifice or inconve- 
nience as any method that I have 
heard of. Every boy of the age of 
sixteen, seventeen or eighteen years 
is required to serve in what is de- 
signated as the Corps of Cadets, 
State of New York, and to have at 
least an hour and a half's training a 
week, to be certified to quarterly 
over the signature of a military in- 
structor on a card he is expected to 
carry with him. In default of this 
he may be suspended from school 
or discharged from business. 

**Tlie Training of high school or 
college students is given in the after- 
noon, after school hours ; and of 
working boys in one of the National 
Guard armories in the evening The 
military instructors are commission- 
ed or non-commissioned officers of the 
Guard. At an age when youthful 
energy, animation and restless ac- 
tivity abound, when first brought to- 
gether in companies, the boys find 
It hard to maintain the military re- 
quisites of steadiness and silence. 
Their exuberance of spirit find^ 
outlet in talking, laughing, and 
moving of heads, hands, and feet 
when they should be at 'atten- 
tion.' If the iustrnetor loses pa- 
tience and scolds or swears at them, 
there is confusion wor*se confound- 
ed. But if he possess patience, tact 
and persistence, and understands 
and sympathizes with l>oy nature, 
he will soon find them responsive to 
military i^equir^ments, alert, ambi- 
tious and quick to learn — more so 
than the men who enlist in military 
organizations. Such an instructor 
finds pleasure in his work, is well 
repaid for his pains, and, I verily 
believe, renders a valuable service 
to the boy and totheStatt*. 

'* Many of the boys show a marked 
aptitude for military training, and 
these may be warranted by the state 
as corporals or sergeants, or com- 
missioned as Heutenants or cap- 
tains, upon passing the requisite ex- 
aminations. In my judgment the 
drills the cadets are put through is 
not an undue strain either on their 
mental or physical capabilities, but 
rather a lienefit to both, and as a 
whole they get to like it. 

**To such as seek first hand 
impressions, I would suggevst a visit 
to the Twenty second Regiment 
Armory, 108th street, near Broad- 
way, any Thursday afternoon 
at 6 o'clock when Townsend Harris 
High School boys .drill; or T/if/7%<f.
